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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 , Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-20, drawn to a stent delivery device, classified in class 623, 
subclass 1.11. 

II. Claims 21-34, drawn to method, classified in class 623, subclass 1.11. 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for Its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process.

In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process. For example, a method for delivering a plurality of stent 
segments to a treatment sites, the methods comprising: positioning a distal portion of a 
stent delivery catheter device near the treatment site; and moving a sheath of the 
catheter device proximally to expose at least part of an expandable member on the 
catheter device; further moving the distal portion of the stent delivery catheter device to 
the treatment site; deploying the stent segments.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the species unpatentable over the 
prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other species. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
